Aside from the obvious and expected 
finding that the B-36’s sudden popularity 
was not the result of political manipula- 
tion, the investigating committee has 
found nothing.

_ Ejection Move Was Long Overdue 


WASHINGTON—For such a break with tradition and the past, the Democratic National Com- 
mittee’s ejection of its Dixiecrat members from Alabama, Louisiana, Mississippi and South Carolina 


was an extremely cool and methodical performance, revealing the calculation behind it. 


It was 


far more than an act of simple revenge against local party leaders who had bolted President Tru- 
man and their party in the last campaign and supported and worked for the Dixiecrat ticket headed 
by Gov. J. Strom Thurmond, of South Carolina, though naturally revenge was in it. 


It was a formal declaration of independence 
from an element in the party—not at all repre. 
sentative of the South as a whole—which long 
has been a ball and chain on progress both in the 
South and in Congress and which, by its sectional 
philosophy, has often kept the Democratic Party 
from being a truly national party. 


Such a declaration of independence was 
long overdue. It took courage for President 
Truman to go through with it. It has been 
accepted practice to wheedle and cajole and 
compromise with this element in the South to 
keep it in line in elections. It didn’t stay in 
line in the last. election. Yet the party won. 
That was a healthy revelation for which the 
Dixiecrats are perhaps due some sort of 
thanks, though such an eye-opener should not 
have been needed. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
could have won every one of his elections 
without a single Southern State, as statistics 


show. 


But he kept playing along with this element 
in the South. It was President Truman, with 
much more to lose, wno finally made the break.

Are the Jobless Increasing? 


WASHINGTON—Despite glowing Federal Government reports, 
unemployment still is rising rapidly in scores of American cities 
today. 

The American Municipal Association, a nonpartisan organization 
of leading cities, says that no less than 31 communities now are 
suffering unemployment of more than 12 percent of their total 
working force. 

Furthermore, the situation will get worse before it gets better 
as cutbacks in big Navy base towns and the firing of 200.000 
civilians by the military establishments are felt in various parts of 
the country. 


. The report runs directly counter to Labor Department 
Figures surveys purporting to show that joblessness is not in- 
creasing and to the view expressed by Secretary Maurice Tobin 
that 1,000,000 new jobs will open ‘up this Fall. 

Without citing these Government surveys, the AMA indicates 
that this is not so. It states the situation is as follows: 

“Last month only nine urban areas were suffering unemploy- 
ment of more than 12 percent. Last week the number in the 12 
percent category zoomed to 31. 

“None of the previous list decreased below 12 percent. Several 
others, particularly in New England, were pushing 12 percent and 
probably will be declared in the critical category this week.” 

The critical label is pinned on a community by Federal econo- 
mists when unemployment hits 12 percent. This is regarded as the 
point justifying action by the Federal Government to ease local 
idleness. 

Hardest hit in the new unemployment rise is New England, 
which now has 15 of the 31 critical areas, says the Association. 
Five areas are in Illinois, four in Michigan and three in Pennsyl- 
vania. 

“The country shows no symptoms of a nation-wide depression,” 
admits the Association. “Nevertheless, when unemployment in a 
particular community exceeds 12 percent or so, that community 


is in a depression.” 
No Hel The Association knocks the props out from under the 

P Federal Government on still another score. It says flatly 
that Federal efforts to bolster employment in local areas won’t 
amount to much. 

“Business economists in the hot-spot cities almost without excep- 
tion condemn the Federal move to channel! U. S. purchases into the 
12 percent areas,” it Says. 

“They say the pian ignores economic fundamentals, causes more 
‘depression jitters,’ discourages local self-reliance, and overstresses 
the situation.” 

Furthermore, adds the Association, Federal officials “have not 
yet solved the problem of how to buy legally the same item at a 
higher price in the depressed areas.” 

Here is the list. of areas where the Association says unemploy- 
ment is running over 12 percent: 

Ansonia, Bridgeport, Bristol, Danielson, Meriden, New Britain 
and Waterbury, Connecticut; Cairo, Crab Orchard, Centralia, Mt. 
Vernon and Mattoon, [llinois: Providence, Rhode Island; and Utica- 
Rome, New York. 

Also Jackson, Muskegon, Port Huron and Upper ‘Peninsula, 
Michigan; Scranton, Wilkes-Barre and Schuylkill County, Pennsyl- 
vania; Jasper, Alabama; Knoxville, Tennessee; and Cumberland, 
Maryland. 

And Fall River, Lawrence, New Bedford and Worcester, Massa- 
chusetts; Manchester, New Hampshire; Burlington, Vermont, and 
Biddleford-Stratton, Maine.
